Wevnock and at the heads on the other side of Kittawan. 
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Peter Jenings (Jennings), the first Attorney-General, was 
born in 1631, and died in 1671. He is spoken of as one who 
"faithfully served" King Charles I. In March, 1662, he, as "at- 
torney for the King's most excellent majesty," presented for 
high misdemeanors Capt. Giles Brent and Col. Gerard Fowke 
for imprisoning Wahanganoche, king of Potomac Indians. In 
1663, he was a member of the House of Burgesses for Gloucester 
county. In June, 1666, Capt. Jenings was made one of the 
commissioners to treat with the Maryland authorities about a 
cessation of tobacco. He married Catherine, daughter of Sir 
Thomas Lunsford, and in 1668 addressed the following letter to 
the court of York county :
